m Additions and expansions at Boyne 
Falls Public School remain on track | 
as crews work to beat winter’s arrival 


As the school year progresses, so does the construction project at Boyne 
Falls School, with additions at each classroom wing taking shape as winter 
rapidly approaches. 

“We're probably two to three weeks out to have a roof on [the additions],” 
said Boyne Falls School superintendent Gary Urman last week. “Hopefully 
the weather will hold out for us.” 

Since the beginning of school in September, much progress has been made 
on the project, which is the result of a $2.65 million bond proposal passed by 
voters earlier this year and includes classroom additions, a cafeteria expansion,a 
new bus garage and a concession stand. The expansions are the result of a 
steep increase in enrollment over the past few years, which have meant cramped 
quarters for students and staff alike in recent months. 

“There’s been a lot of masonry work, block walls put up,” Urman said, as 
well as roughing in of electrical and plumbing work. The high school wing is 
the last of the three to make visible progress, due mostly to the fact that the 
wing contains a new science lab, which means additional gas lines and spe- 
cial plumbing, as well as a special tank to store chemical waste. 

Late last week, work crews were finishing pouring the floors in the high 
school wing. 

“We’ ve started the cafeteria expansion,’ Urman said, and the red face block, 
to match the rest of the building, was scheduled to be delivered early this 
week. Soundproofing and the installation of a new sound system are set to 
begin soon in the gymnasium, in the hope that the facility will be ready to use 
for boys basketball this winter. 

Mingling construction with classroom instruction can be a challenge even 
under the best of circumstances, but, according to Urman, so far, so good. 
There has been some disruption, like when some preparatory demolition meant 
that some high school classrooms had to be relocated for a few days, but 
overall, he said, students and staff have taken it in stride. “Everybody knew 
we'd have some disruption,” he said. “Overall, they know what the end prod- 
uct is going to be and they’ve been good about it.” 

On Oct. 27, the final portion of the project to enter the bid process, the bus 
garage and concession stand, went out, with bids to be opened on Nov. [0. 
Though the project on the whole isn't expected to be completed until July (5, 
the hope is that the concession stand can be completed by April 15, in time for

He was truly a “Friend of the Boyne” 


On Friday, Oct. 29, Tom Sheets, a founder of 
the Friends of the Boyne River, a proponant of 
education and the environment, and a pillar of 
the community, passed away at his home, follow- 
ing a difficult battle with ALS, also known as Lou 

Gehrig’s Disease. He was 61, 

Tom Sheets was a native in Boyne City in the 
most spiritual sense; born and raised here, he spent — 
his childhood exploring the wild treasures he. 
found all around him. The other kids called him: 

“Nature Boy,” Tom has told friends, in recogni- 

__ tion.of his propensity for fishing and swimming 
in idyllic local rivers, lakes, and creeks. In 1998, 
Tom told The Citizen that he’d had “an affinity 
for Lake Charlevoix that goes back to my child-_ 
hood. When I'was three, I was swimming the lake 
like a fish.” He also spoke frequently of his memo- 
ries of pulling trout out of the crystalline waters 
of the Boyne River as a boy. 

_“If you know Tom, you can imagine. the. kind 
of kid he was,” said friend. Larry Maltby, who 

~ only met Tom about 12 years ago, but spent many _

the bush for a long time. He’d run a trap line to make 
money, hunted to help supply food. Tom would com- 
pletely take part in that life.” 

Later, after retiring from teaching, Sheets built a ho- 
tel-type lodge in Alaska, following his family’s back- 
ground in hospitality. After a successful run, however, 
he sold the lodge and returned home. To Boyne. 

Returning, he found a house on his beloved Boyne 
River, an historic home on Pearl Street, which he later 
helped to have designated an historic district. “He im- 
mediately got right back into his love of the river,” Maltby 
said, settling into conversations with neighbor Marie 
Zoberski, another community-focused individual who 
had already undertaken a full-fledged campaign to eradi- 
cate the river of invasive purple loosestrife. From that, 
the Friends of the Boyne River was born, with the friends 
putting a notice in the paper to hold an informal meeting 
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at the Dilworth Hotel to see what other interest was out 
there. As it turned out, there was plenty, and since then, 
the group has gone on to be a vibrant and constant pres- 
ence in the community, organizing educational events, 
waterfront clean-ups, erosion control projects, and tak- 
ing a leadership role on river and environmentally-re- 
lated community issues. 

In the process of creating Friends of the Boyne, Sheets 
continued, as he always had, doing what Maltby calls 
“collecting friends.” 

“He collected very good friends, and his friends al- 
ways stayed with him,” he said, especially true in these 
last months as Sheets’ ALS progressed, leaving him con- 
fined to a wheelchair and relying on those around him, 
especially his loving wife of one year, Marie, to assist 
with the most basic needs. 

Even so, by all accounts, his spirit remained strong, 
the same spirit that led him over the years to challenge 
himself, embarking on sometimes death-defying and al-

A memorial service was 
held at the First Presbyte- 
rian Church on Sunday, 
Oct. 31.

He was diagnosed with 
Amyotrophic Lateral Scle- 
rosis (ALS) - also known as 
Lou Gehrig’s disease - in 
April. Until the day before 
he died, Tom was smiling, 
joking and voicing deep 
appreciation to those he 
loved, including his wife, 
Marie; mother, Ruth; and 
daughters, Kelly and Dana, 
who, with the assistance of 
hospice nurses, cared for 
him in his final days. 

Tom graduated from 
Boyne City High School in 
1961 and majored in edu- 
cation at Michigan State. 
He and his former wife, 
Sharon, ventured to Alaska 
to teach in.Anchorage and 
several small rural villages 
deep in the “bush” acces- 
sible only by airplane. He 


‘ gained widespread respect 
' from native people. Like 
“them, he ran a trapline, 
* hunted moose for food and 
‘took his family up the 
’ Kuskoquim River in the 
‘summer to set up a fish 
" camp for smoking salmon. 


Tom taught junior high 
and high school science and 
physical education. He was 
an inspirational and innova-

tive “hands on” educator 
who frequently took stu- 
dents on field trips and en- 
couraged them to seek cre- 
ative solutions to problems. 
He was once named Sci- 
ence Teacher of the Year for 
Alaska. 

In 1982, while still teach- 
ing, Tom opened Takusko 
House in McGrath, Alaska. 
The lodge attracted hunters, 
fishermen, news crews cov- 
ering the Iditarod sled dog 
race, groups like Ducks 
Unlimited, and more. Some 
of his success can be cred- 
ited to growing up in the 
Hotel Dilworth in Boyne 
City, which his parents 
owned and managed from 
1941 to 1965, 

Always the adventurer, 
after retirement Tom trav- 
eled around the globe, fi- 
nally settling in his home 
town. He loved visiting 
with his many friends and 
skiing at Boyne Mountain. 
He renovated his home on

Pear} Street and built a 
backyard patio and dock 
from which to enjoy his 
beloved Boyne River. In 
1997, Tom founded Friends 
of the Boyne River to en- 
sure ongoing protection of 
the waterway. The Friends 
will continue his legacy by 
fighting to keep the river 
and surrounding watershed 
free of pollution for the en- 
joyment of canoeists, 
kayakers, birds, fish and 
more. 

This loving father, de- 
voted husbaad, conscien- 
tious son, and dear friend 
will be sorely missed by 
many. He was preceded in 
death by his father, Donald 
Sheets, and sister, Bonnie 
Sheets. He leaves behind

ways awe-inducing adventures to mark his birthday, ev- 
ery five years, He’d undertaken everything from moun- 
tain climbing in Alaska to swimming in shark-infested 
waters in New Zealand. In 1998, Sheets completed a gru- 
eling {7 and a half hour swim from Lake Michigan to 
Boyne City, marking his 55th birthday. 

His spirit of generosity remained intact, as well; this 
summer alone, Sheets and his wife provided an oppor- 
tunity for at least [75 area students to borrow their four 
personal kayaks, kept at the readys behind their Pear! 
Street home, free of charge. This offer was just an ex- 
tension of something Sheets had done quietly for many 
years, offering anyone who showed even a glimmer of 
interest the use of his boats, anytime, no strings attached. 
His goal in doing so was simple and profound: to ensure 
that future generations cultivate t¥¢ same love and re- 
spect for the river that he had. 

Maltby remembers a night just a few weeks ago, when 
eight of Sheets’ friends from Alaska came down to Visit

him, “I had the great privilege of going to his house one 
evening with his Alaskan friends. These were bush pi- 
lots, gold miners, a typical cross section of the Alaskan 
bush. . 

“Stories were flying around in the evening on Tom s 
patio by the river.” Maltby recalls one rusfic looking 
gentleman, at one point, reciting, by heart, four epic po- 
ems by Robert Service, who is known for his epic po- 
etry characterizing the hardships and essence of the 
Yukon. “It was a rather phenomenal thing .” Maltby said. 
“The group was absolutely spellbound. What a delight- 
ful night that was.” ae 

It was typical, too, in that it found Sheets close to his 
river, where, by all accounts, he spent many hours in 
those final months, seated in his wheelchair on the patio 
behind his house. “That river brought him lots of com- 
fort,” Maltby said. 

And he, to be sure, brought that river much comfort as 


well.

ciety depends in large part, much like its ani- 
mals, on the kindness of strangers. 

Last month, the student council at Boyne 
Falls School bestowed some of that kindness 
on the organization with a multi-pronged 
fund-raising effort that resulted in a check for 
more than $2,500, presented to the Humane 
Society at a special assembly last week. 

Students raised money through a pledge- 

. driven “Pet Walk” event and a penny drive, 
as well as a silent auction organized by teacher 
Mary Jo Skop. 

“The student council heard the Humane 
Society was in trouble and they decided to do 
a fund-raiser,” said Boyne Falls School prin- 
cipal Bill Aten. “It was an opportunity that 
the students took advantage of and I'm really 


hand to accept the donation. “It’s great to have 
the kids involved.” 

Kemp noted that the majority of the Hu- 
mane Society's revenue is gained through 
donations, grants, and fund-raising events. 
The adoption fee is currently $95 fora dog or 
cat, but that charge doesn’t bring in much in 
the way of revenue, after you take the cost of 
vaccinations, testing, microchips, and food 
and shelter, all footed by the organization dur- 
ing the animal's stay. The facility, located in 
Boyne City, is open to the public only during 
selected hours, but is staffed seven days a 
week, including holidays, with paid staff and 
volunteers who care for the animals housed 


there. “Someone’s there at 8 a.m. on Christ- 
mas morning, cleaning cages,” Kemp said. 
And that, of course costs money. The cur- 
rent board of directors, Kemp said, is focus- 
ing on fund-raising possibilities. Recently, 
the Humane Society held a fall color cruise 


fund-raiser and announced a calendar sale, 


as well as a quilt raffle. Kemp is hoping, too, 
that the future will hold some larger scale 
fund-raising events, 

In the meantime. it’s groups like the Boyne 
Falls School student council, and the student 
body in general, that will help keep the Hu- 
mane Society afloat.

EDITORIAL 


Loss of two key 
community 
members is felt 


In the space of two weeks, Boyne has marked the pass- 
ing of two leaders. October was, indeed, a month of great 
loss for the community. 

First, Boyne Area Chamber board president Sally 
Roselli succumbed to the cancer she’d battled for more 
than a year, Sally was a leader in Boyne from the get-go, 
relocating with her husband Frank to open Thick N’Juicy 
restaurant on Water Street, and immediately jumping in 
with both feet to do what she could to make her commu- 
nity a better place. A longtime supporter of the chamber, 
Sally eventually became a board member and, this year, 
took on the role of president, even as she underwent sur- 
geries and chemotherapy, always taking an active inter- 
. est in even the smallest details as long as she was able. 

Many, too, knew her as a bona fide Rambler cheerleader, 
especially in taking the football team (which, through 
2003, counted her son Frankie among its numbers) under 
her wing, giving them her unconditional support and, from 
what I understand, keeping them well fed at the same time. 

_ More than 400 attended her memorial service last Thurs- 
_ day. She will be remembered by those, and many more, 
for a long time to come. 

LAST WEEK, one of Boyne City’s great men, Tom 
Sheets, passed away after his own battle, with the degen- 
erative motor neuron disorder ALS, also known as Lou 
Gehrig’s Disease. 

Though we were really just acquaintances, I’ve known 
Tom for six or so years, crossing paths mostly when there 
was reporting to be done on some issue related to the 
Boyne River. He was never less than generous with his 
time and insight, never less than warm and gracious with 
his hospitality. Tom was a man who knew how to live, as 
is evidenced in the many adventures he managed to string 

_ together, from exploring the backyard wilds of northern 

- Michigan as a boy, to teaching in the bush of Alaska, to 

his passion for and defense of his beloved Boyne River. 

- He was also, more importantly, a man who knew how to 
give of himself, often and without pause. 

A few weeks ago, Tom and I had the opportunity to 


- chat for a bit; I’d mentioned my interest in pursuing a. 


> future in education, and he told me some about his own 
- experiences in teaching, and life. After I'd expressed a 
measure of awe at all he’d done, he smiled and said, in 
: his way, that he didn’t feel too badly about what hap- 
, pened to him (nodding down towards his wheetchair), 
; considering the life he’d been able to lead. 
» I'm not sure many of us would have the strength, or 
, peace of mind, to express that exact sentiment facing what 
. he was facing. We could all learn a great deal from him, 
, and I know that many of us have. 
Both Tom and Sally will be sorely missed; Boyne City 
isn’t quite the same without them.

the spring baseball and softball seasons. There’s no reason, Urman 
said, to expect that the timeline won’t be met. 

“We really haven’t had any glitches, no surprises,” he said. 
“We didn’t expect any, really, doing construction on a new build- 
ing.” The structure, completed in 2000, was built with additions 
in mind, with a wing design that allowed for outward growth as 
well as an infrastructure designed to be added on to. “Everything 
has really rotled along smocthly.” 

The financial picture, too, has gone smoothly, with Urman 
noting that the millage rate to build the addition is already lower 
than what was voted upon just a few short months ago, thanks to 

- increasing property values. “‘The predictions made have been ful- 
filled,” he said. “The projections have worked out.” 

If property values continue to rise steadily, and barring any 
unforeseen economic factors, the district is hoping that, over the 
20 years of the bond cycle, that the debt retirement may be paid 
off early.
